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A Family Affair 
Four Generations Coming Together

The Mattapoisett Holy Ghost Grounds on Park 
Street in Mattapoisett served as the site where 155 mem- 
bers of the John S. and Emilia F. Sylvia family, ranging 
from 92 years to 3 months of age, gathered to remember 
and to introduce to the younger relatives the place of their 
family roots. Even this site was important to this Saint An- 
thony's Church family as they grew up in this little South 
Coast community. Church activities and American Legion 
clambakes were remembered by the family members who 
have lived through many years. 

The longest living member is Manuel F. Sylvia, 
a veteran of World War II, being 92 years of age, with his 
sister Louise Sylvia Hogan not far behind him at 89 years. 
Manny and Louise had 12 other siblings who were the 
children of Joao Silveira Sioto and Emilia Caroline deFrei- 
tas from the islands of Fayal and Flores, respectively, of 
the Azore Islands. In America they were known as John S. 
Sylvia and Emilia Freitas. 

John came to America to work on the Humphrey 
Farm in Rochester and Emilia came to be a cook and 
servant to Doctor Kirby of New Bedford. John and Emilia 
met in 1897 and were married in Mattapoisett on June 
1, 1899 as John, at this time, had left the Rochester farm

to work for Mr. Dennis Mahoney. Mr. and Ms. Mahoney 
were witnesses for John and Emilia's wedding. 

Thus began a life dedicated to farming and the 
raising of Guernsey cows to provide fresh milk to the resi- 
dents of Mattapoisett as John S. Sylvia Guernsey Milk and 
Cream with 13 children to help out with the chores and 
upon John's death in 1953, son Frank Sylvia continued 
the dairy business as the Colonial Dairy for a combined 
total of about 50 years. One son, Robert, lived only a few 
months during the 1918 influenza outbreak. 

Starting in 1900 to 1921, there was Dennis with 
John, Domingo, Alfred, Mary, Joseph, Edward, twins 
Frank and Anna, then Manuel, Emily, Louise, and Helen 
to complete the family. Many of these family members

My cat eats his dry food very fast and then vomits it up on 
the carpet within 5 minutes. He has done this since he was 
a kitten. My wife wants to get new carpets hut is afraid that 
the cat will ruin them and wants to get rid of the cat. Help! 

Your cat problem is pretty common. Essentially, you 
just have to make your cat eat slower. Probably the eas- 
iest thing to do is put 3 or 4 golf balls on top of the dry 
food. Then the cat has to move the balls each time he 
takes a new bite and it slows down the whole process. 
Other choices are to get 10 small plates and put only a 
small amount of food in each and then spread them out 
in the house. Other people will take an egg carton and 
put a few pieces of food in each of the egg depressions.

sponse to the Coast Guard's proposed rules for oil trans- 
portation through Buzzards Bay, the Coalition outlines 
the need for multiple vessel safety regulations in the Bay, 
including a required escort tug, and a Massachusetts state 
licensed pilot for all oil laden barges, both single and 
double-hulled, as well as a formally-designated manda- 
tory vessel route for Buzzards Bay 

'It is our view that the Coast Guard must re- 
consider their proposed rules and formulate strong and 
meaningful protections which will actually reduce the risk 
of oil spills in the future,'' said Korrin N. Petersen, Esq., 
Coalition Advocacy Director "The Bay's fragile ecosystem 
together with its numerous navigational hazards de- 
mands that multiple layers of protection be applied to the 
transportation of petroleum products. Unfortunately, the 
Coast Guard's proposed rules fail to provide any mean- 
ingful regulation which would reduce the risk of a spill 
like the Bouchard-120, which put 98,000 gallons of oil into 
the Bay and onto our shores in 2003." 

In the Coast Guard's proposed rules, filed in 
March 2006, the agency only calls for escort tugs for single 
hull barges carrying 5,000 or more barrels of oil transiting 
Buzzards Bay and does not mandate vessels to use a rec- 
ommended navigation route based on National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration navigational charts. 
Likewise, the Coast Guard falls far short in their proposed 
pilotage provision, requiring that pilots only "monitor" 
and "advise" from an escort tug, not be on board the tow- 
ing vessel. 

"This leaves the real navigation to the non-li- 
censed crew members on the towing vessel for both single 
and double hull units," said Petersen. "In the end, this 
proposed rule does nothing to improve navigation safety." 
The Coalition suggests that tug escorts should be piloted 
by locally knowledgeable Massachusetts state licensed

The public comment period on these proposed 
rules closed June 27, 2006. The Coast Guard will now 
review the comments received and begin promulgating fi- 
nal rules, which could be issued a year or more from now. 

"Only redundant layers of safety and protection 
such as the ones we have proposed will reduce the likeli- 
hood of another oil spill in Buzzards Bay,'' said Petersen. 
"No one safety measure exists to provide significant risk 
reduction for the Bay."

music and lyrics by Barry Manilow. Audience participa- 
tion is encouraged — booing, hissing, clapping, laughing, 
singing, but no food throwing! 

The show was first presented in 1844 at the Bos- 
ton Museum and played for 140 performances. Then P.T. 
Barnam (of circus fame) latched onto The Drunkard and 
brought it to New York where it ran for 150 performances. 
It was soon noted that many of the nightly audience of 
2,000 would laugh in the wrong places. Finally Barnam 
closed the show when he found the crass New Yorkers 
applauding the villain, encouraging the hero to drink and 
vilely cursing the reformers. 

In 1933 the play was vividly revived in Los Ange- 
les and enjoyed the longest run in the history of legitimate 
theater, playing to packed houses of hissing and boo- 
ing audiences until it finally closed in 1962. In 1964 Bro 
Herrod adapted the show and made it a musical with his 
friend, Barry Manilow. In ran continuously for six years at 
the 13th Street Theatre in New York. Now Director Wendy 
Bidstrup and Music Director Nancy Sparklin are mount- 
ing another production of this historic melodrama.

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Men at Work

Clerks 11. Starring Brian O'Halloran and Jeff 
Anderson. Directed by Kevin Smith. Running 
time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Kevin Smith's Clerks //is to his original Clerks 
what Richard Linklater's Before Sunset was to his 
original Before Sunrise. Both sequels revisit the 
director's favorite characters about a decade later, 
examining how life and the clock have taken their 
toll. And both are ideally seen as bookend pieces, to 
be watched one after the other. (Amusingly, the Smith/ 
Linklater analogy extends to the characters being 
animated in the interim between films — Linklater's 
couple in a cameo in Waking Life, Smith's counter 
jockeys in ABC's short-lived Clerks cartoon.) In 
Linklater's world, people philosophize; in Smith's 
world, people philosophize, with dirty jokes. 
Smith opens Clerks II in grainy black-and-white, in winking emulation 
of the original's (financially necessary) style. Dante (Brian O'Halloran) 
slouches over to the Quick Stop convenience store for another day at work, 
and finds it on fire. He and buddy Randal (Jeff Anderson), who works at 
the adjoining video store, are now out of a job. So they find themselves 
flipping burgers at Mooby 's, the film's cow-themed answer to McDonald's 
(which first reared its fattening head in Smith's Dogma). After a year of 
this, Dante is ready to move on, and finds his "golden ticket" in Emma 
(Jennifer Schwalbach, Smith's wife), a well-meaning but dull blonde who 
wants to whisk Dante away to Florida, where he'll work at her father's 
car wash. It sounds like the soul-killing fate worse than death endured 
by the men in Brokeback Mountain, marrying into respectability at the 
expense of what they actually want. 

Randal, terrified of having his friendship with Dante construed as 
gay, would take issue with that comparison. But Clerks II gets at the 
heart of (non-sexual) love between men at least as knowingly as the Ang 
Lee film. Women like Emma seek to break that bond, whereas women 
like Becky (Rosario Dawson), Dante's boss at Mooby's, at least respect 
it even if they don't quite understand it. The movie also brings back Jay 
and Silent Bob (Jason Mewes and Smith himself), heterosexual lifemates 
who don't seem to bother with the opposite sex very much, though Jay 




boasts of his alleged exploits loudly and often. In a key scene, Randal 
lets Dante know how much he'll miss him when Dante moves away, and 
the moment carries more punch than a comparable scene would between 
Dante and a woman. 

So far. Clerks II doesn't sound like a lot of laughs. But there is 
raunchy fun to be had here; the infamous "donkey show" scene that 
Joel Siegel walked out on is wild without being particularly explicit. 
And Randal has a new foil in a weirdly dorky Mooby's employee, Elias 
(Trevor Fehrman) , who worships Transformers and Lord of the Rings with 
a fervor that offends Randal's Star War^-loving sensibilities. If Clerks 
II has a flaw, it's that Dante and Randal don't have enough screen time 
together — but then, the very form of the movie makes us feel Randal's 
gradual estrangement from Dante. Before seeing the film, I read Kevin 
Smith's lengthy blog entries about his struggles to get his friend Jason 
Mewes off drugs; Smith's sadness at Mewes' growing away from him 
finds its way indirectly into Clerks II. (Mewes has now been clean for 
three years, and his reward was this film's revival of Jay and Silent Bob, 
though Smith had earlier sworn that 200 1's Jay & Silent Bob Strike Back 
was their swan song.) 

How do you reconcile the desire to be true to yourself with the desire 
to make something of yourself? Clerks II strikes a balance, though with 
the unlikely deus ex machina help of Jay and Silent Bob. (Which may 
be Smith's way of saying that those two have been very, very good to 
him.) The movie sort of ends up where the original Clerks began, with a 
significant difference. Clerks //will resonate with viewers in Smith's age 
range (mid-thirties) in a way that goes beyond comedy, just as the first one 
did with twenty somethings. It also, of course, finds time for obscene riffs 
on everything from gay hobbits to The Silence of the Lambs. It's clear by 
now that Smith is comfortable in his Quick Stop and isn't in any hurry to 
bum it down.
